And the audiences love the 
Kidz right back.

First, the 
Kidz put a ramp at the end oF their 



truck. Then an elephant or two is 
guided over to the end of the 
ramp. Taking a deep breath and 
running very fast, the first Kid 
sprints down the ramp and 
springs up and over the elephants, 
landing on the mat on the other 
side. Another elephant is brought 
in and stands next to his brothers. 
Another Kid runs down the ramp. 
Up, up, and over the elephants he 
goes. He clears three of them! 
Now a huge elephant is brought 
in. The audience is on pins and 
needles. Tim crouches down, 
then bursts into action. He 
does it! He clears Four ele- 
phants. The Jumbo Jump is 
complete! The crowd goes wild. 

As if jumping over two, three, or 
four elephants weren't thrilling 
enough, the Kidz boost the excite- 
ment of the shows by 
keeping their rou- 
tines fresh. 
That means 
they have to 
learn and

their Hungarian coach, 
Janos Novak, who invented the 



Gym Wheel. "You get inside the 
wheel and do tricks while the 
wheel is turning," Tim explains.
